rates of the bank of England, the bank 
of France and the Imperial Bank of 
GermanyJ ain dthe open market rates 
in all markets. Notwithstanding this 
decline in the attraction for money 
abroad, the price has rise nslrongly to­ 
ward the rate at which exports of 
gold would be profitable. The grow ­ 
ing reduction ot ou rown money m ar­ 
ket rate has been responsible for this 
action. 
Supplies have pressed upon 
the New York loa nmarket with in­ 
creasing urgency, crrrying the call 
loan rate down to almost nominal fig­ 
ures and reducing lower than were 
enjoyed at- any time last year. The 
remaining issue of New York clearing 
house loan certificates has as a con­ 
sequence been going into rapid r - 
tirem ent 
Bank Notes Being Retired. 
Tho rapid easing of the money m ar­ 
ket has not been affect rd by the notice 
of withdrawal of $10,000,000 of gov­ 
ernment deposits from the New York 
banks, partly because of the large 
current defiicit in the government rev­ 
enues, luff also by reason of the ae- 
cumulatten of funds being more rapid 
than the dertiarid to take them vip. This

LONG PRACTICE MARCHES. 


Commander In 
Philippines 
Believes 
That the Troops May Be Hard­ 
ened in Manner That Is Less 
Objectionable to Them. 


'Washington.—Like several of 
the 
other commanders of military depart­ 
ments, Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. 
Bliss, 
commanding the department of Minda­ 
nao in the Philippines, finds much that 
Ss objectionable in the workings of 
the order originally issued at the in­ 
stance of the president requiring sol­ 
diers to make periodical long practice 
marches in heavy equipment to tough­ 
en them for hard service. 
Gen. Bliss believes that this has 
been overdone, and that, it has caused 
xreat dissatisfaction and discontent. 
Further, he believes that the desired 
* result can be secured otherwise and 
in less objectionable manner. He says: 
As to readiness for field service, I 
think that the troops of this depart­ 
ment are as fit as can reasonably be 
expected. I am ready to march them, 
with or without packs, against any 
other troops in the service under like 
conditions. 
“A great handicap (which I know is 
not peculiar to this department) is in 
♦he lack of sufficiently trained offi­ 
cers, and men are now receiving in­ 
structions from junior officers who 
" -should themselves be under training. 
Half of the companies in the depart­ 
ment are commanded by lieutenants, 
and if the officers who should be with 
Cheir companies were with them on 
the wearisome practice marches, the 
men would endure the labor far more 
cheerfully than they now do. 
J‘It is said Hhat it is impossible in 
the United States with a volunteer 
-army to force upon troops such labor 


m s is imposed by the strong govern­ 
m ent of Germany upon its conscripts. 
.A government strong enough to force 
-every able-bodied man into the mili­ 
tary service, whether he likes It or 
«ot, is strong enough to do with him 
-what It 
pleases 
afterward. 
Other 
methods must be employed in our vol­ 
unteer army; the soldier must either 
be paid more or deceived into think­ 
ing that the hard work is fun, just as 
athletes do the hardest kind of work 
for sport. 
"‘A practice march with a full pack 
should not be looked upon as a means 
for hardening troops, hut as a test for 
discovering when they 
are 
already 
’hardened. A hardening process does 
.not necessarily mean a hard process.” 
Gen. Bliss holds 
that 
the 
man 
should be thoroughly trained in ath­ 
letics—under specially trained gym­ 
nasts. 
Properly done, this would re­ 
quire only a small part of each day, 
and should be preceded In the cool of 
the morning by a practice march with­ 
out packs by the entire command un­ 
til it can without fatigue do 
three 
miles in 45 minutes. Thereafter this 
practice march need be repeated only 
at less frequent intervals, and, says 
40en. Bliss: 
“With this combined training, the 
greater part of which will be in the 
form of amusement and* not work, I 
believe that any infantry 
command 
can do much more than its ten miles 
with full pack and under a time limit, 
-with far less feeling of hardship than 
is now the case when it makes a short­ 
er march and takes the entire day 
for It if it chooses.” 


COUPLE JAIL TO TRAIN. 


Car Load of Sports and Vags Disap­ 
pear from Montana Town. 


Spokane, Wash.—Railroad switch­ 
men coupled the jail at the town of 
St. Regis, Mont., west of here, to a 
through freight train on the Northern 
Pacific railway the other night, and 
as a result a box car filled with sports, 
fighting men and vagrants was pulled 
out of the district. 
St. Regis is a peaceable little town 
ordinarily, and its 
residents 
have 
never found the necessity for a Jail. 
Recently, however, the town has been 
invaded by a heterogeneous collec­ 
tion from the railroad camps, and it 
became necessary to secure the serv­ 
ices of a sheriff’s deputy. A clean-up 
of the town was made a few days ago, 
and there being nothing better 
in 
which to put the prisoners, they were 
locked in a railroad car. Deputy Sher­ 
iff Tissue was called to Middletown In 
the evening, and while he was gone 
the railroad men got busy with the 
cars, and after switching them around 
the yards, the car containing the pris­ 
oners was attached to a freight train 
and pulled out of town. 


Byron 
and 
Wordsworth 
Had 
One 
Thing in Common. 


Byron and Wordsworth have this at 
least in common. Each alike was filled 
with righteous indignation at social 
and moral wrongs. Each was a demo­ 
crat before democracy, eager to admit 
the people to the heritage from which 
they had been shut out by the selfish­ 
ness of class interests and the apathy 
of industrial conditions. 
But while 
Wordsworth’s temperate zeal took the 
gradual and the longer way of a basic 
reconstruction of social practice, build­ 
ing it up afresh on arguments tested 
by experience, and deeming no record 
too trivial to serve the architect’s de­ 
sign, Byron’s more ardent mood burned 
for instant reform, and would not 
brook the restraints which the tac­ 
tician imposes on the fighter. 
“The 
moment he reflects he is a child,” was 
Goethe s 
verdict 
on 
Byron, 
who, 
though he was moved by the same im­ 
pulse as Wordsworth, and obeyed the 
same order of revolt, followed through­ 
out his short life the path of action, 
not of reflection. 
His poetry carries 
us forward, in the sense of his own 
dying cry, “Forward, forward, follow 
nie.” It exhibits, as Swinburne tells 
us, a ‘ splendid and imperishable ex­ 
cellence of sincerity and strength.”

A.r Cannon Invented to Drive Mists 
Away from London. 
VOLCANO IN ERUPflON 


A scheme to disperse fogs by cur­ 
rents of air shot over London from 
pi ejectors six miles aw-ay has been 
laid before the public control commit­ 
tee of the London county council, and 
M. Demetrio Moggiora, the inventor, 
is ready to start experiments. 
M. Moggiora says his apparatus has 
al read} been subjected to severe tests 
a.. Milan, Italy, where fogs, clouds and 
hailstorms were quickly dissipated. 
With his projectors, or “air cannon.” 
plac3d within a radius of six miles 
from the house of parliament, he says 
he will clear away the worst fog in 
London within 20 minutes. 
“The theory is that the fog hangs 
over London simply because there are 
no air currents to carry it away,” said 
M. Moggiora. "Now-, my projectors, 
acting like cannon, furnish- the neces­ 
sary currents of air." 
Each projector, says the 
London 
Daily Mail, is about 60 feet long. An 
explosion is caused as in a cannon, 
and the concussion has un effect for 
six miles. 
Thus, if ten or more oi 
these were ranged over London from 
different directions the fog would bt 
lifted immediately to an altitude where 
the wind would blow it away.

GENERAL 
BLISS 
OPPOSED 
TO 


LONG PRACTICE MARCHES. 


Commander In 
Philippine* 
Believes 


That the Troops May Be Hard- 
1 ened in Manner That Is Less 


Objectionable to Them. 


"Washington.—Like several of 
the 
other commanders of military depart- 
ments. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, 


commanding the department of Minda 
nao in the-Philippines, finds much that 
is objectionable in the workings of 
the order originally Issued at the in* 
stance of the president requiring sol- 
diers to make periodical long practice 
inarches in heavy equipment to tough- 
en them for hard service. 


Gen. Bliss believes that this has 


been overdone, and that it has caused 
great dissatisfaction and discontent. 
Portlier, he believes that the desired 


* result-tan be secured otherwise and 
in less objectionable manner. He says: 


'"A.K to readiness for field service, I 


tbirik that the troops of this depart- 
ment are as fit as can reasonably be 
expected. 
I am ready to march them, 


•with or without packs, against any 
other troops in the service under like 
conditions. 


"A great handicap (which I know is 


not peculiar to this department) is in 
«hc lack of sufficiently trained offi- 
cers, and men are now receiving in- 
structions from junior officers who 


" should* themselves be under training. 


Half of the companies in the depart- 
ment are commanded by lieutenants, 
and if the officers who should be with 
their companies were with them on 
Abe wearisome practice marches, the 
men would endure the labor far more 
cheerfully than they now do. 


"It is said "that It Is impossible in 
the United States with a volunteer 
4rmy to force upon troops such labor 
4U Is imposed by the strong gof em- 
inent of Germany upon its conscripts. 
.A government strong enough to force 
-«very able-bodied' man into the mili- 


"-Jtary service, whether he likes It or 
aot, is strong enough to do with him 
*rhat it pleases afterward. 
Other 


methods must be employed in our vol- 
tinteer army; the soldier must either 
tie paid more or deceived into think- 
ing that the hard work is fun, just as 
Athletes do the hardest kind of work 
for sport. 


"A practice march with a full pack 


•hould not be looked upon as a means 
tor hardening troops, but as a test for 
discovering when they are already 
Hardened. A hardening process does 
not neceesarlly mean a hard process."

Bliss holds 
that 
the 
man 


•should be-' thoroughly trained' In ath-> 
Jetlcs—under specially trained gym- 
nasts. Properly done, this would re- 
' quire only a small part of each day, 
and should be preceded in the cool of 
the morning by a practice march with-' 
out packs by the entire command un- 
til It can without fatigue do three 
miles in 45 minutes. Thereafter this 
practice march need be repeated only 
at less frequent intervals, and, says 
flea. Bliss: 


"With this combined training, the 


greater part of which will be in the

Byron and Wordsworth have this at 


least in common. Bach alike was filled 
with righteous indignation at social 
and moral wrongs. Each was a demo- 
crat before democracy, eager to admit 
the people to the heritage from which 
they had been shut out by the selfish- 
Mess of class interests and the apathy 
of industrial conditions. 
But while 


Wordsworth's temperate zeal took the 
gradual and the longer way of a basic 
reconstruction of social practice, build- 
Ing it up afresh on arguments tested 
by experience, and deeming no record 
too trivial to serve the architect's de- 
sign, Byron's more ardent mood burned 
for instant reform, and -would not 
brook the restraints which the tac- 
tician imposes on the fighter. "The 
moment he reflects he is a child," was 
Goethe's 
verdict 
on 
Byron, who, 


though he was moved by the same im- 
pulse as Wordsworth, and obeyed the 
same order of revolt, followed through- 
cue his short life the path of action, 
not of reflection. His poetry carries 
us iorward, in the sense of his own 
dying cry, "Forward, forward, follow 
me." It exhibits, as Swinburne tells 
us, a "splendid and imperishable ex- 
cellence of sincerity and strength."

Air Cannon Invented to Drive Mists 


Away from London. 


A scheme to disperse fogs by cur- 


rents of air shot over London from 
"projectors" six miles away has been 
laid before the public control commit- 
tee of the London county council, and 
M. Demetrio Moggiora, the inventor, 
is ready to start experiments. 


M. Moggiora says his apparatus has 


already been subjected to severe tests 
at Milan, Italy, where fogs, clouds and 
hailstorms were quickly dissipated. 
With his projectors, or "air canaon," 
placad within a radius of six miles 
from the house of parliament, he says 
he will clear away the worst fog in 
London within 20 minutes. 


"The theory is that the fog hangs 


over London simply because there are 
no air currents to carry it away," said 
M. Moggiora. "Now, my projectors, 
acting like cannon, furnish, the neces- 
sary currents of air." 


Each projector, says the London 


Dally Mail, is about 60 feet long. An 
explosion is caused as in a cannon, 
and the concussion has an effect for 
six miles. 
Thus, if ten or more oi 


these were ranged over London, from 
different directions the fog would bfc 
lifted immediately to an altitude where 
the wind would blow it away.

police to the bricked-up chimney be- 
hind which was the body of a murdered 
woman, a cat has led to the finding of 
the weapon with which Frederick R. 
Romer was murdered in his room in, 
the Park hotel last December. 


The weapon was a heavy furnace 


shaker, 18 inches long, and terminat- 
ed In a socket with a 
sharp end, 


which was covered with clotted blood 
and pieces of hair, which mutely told 
the use to which it had been put. It 
was discovered behind a piano in the 
east parlor of the hotel by John Had- 
den, the night watchman, while he 
was chasing the hotel cat. 


The cat ran behind the piano, and 


Hadden, in trying to poke it out with 
an umbrella, struck a hard object. He 
pushed the. piano aside and saw the 
shaker. An examination disclosed the 
blood and hair on it, and he at once 
notified the police. They took it away, 
but on Instructions from Prosecutor 
Young declined to comment on the 
find. 


After the discovery of the murder 


Detective Sergeant Drabell, who had 
charge of the case, made a thorough 
search of the rooms in the neighbor- 
hood of that occupied by Homer, but 
immediately after he started out on 
the case left the rest of the search 
to be conducted by Chief of ^Police 
"Washer. The chief admitted that the 
parlor had not been searched, be- 
cause It seemed such an 
imlikely 


place for a weapon to be hidden. 


The finding of the instrument indi- 


cates that the murder was premedi- 
tated, and disposes of the statement 
made by George Wilson, who has been 
indicted for the murder, that the kill- 
ing was done with a clubbed pistol 
drawn on him by the murder man. 


Romer'B will has been flled In the 


surrogate's office. The will was found 
in a safe-deposit box In East Orange 
and was examined by Prof. Hiker sev- 
eral days ago. The document was exe- 


cuted October 20, 1900. Bessie Her- 
rich Is named as guardian of the tea 
tator's daughter, Margaret J. Romer, 
and is directed to pay the child $1,OOG 
a year until she becomes 21 years o* 
age. Nellie Jones and Margaret Jones 
are named as guardians should Mrs 
Herrich die. 


In the event of the daughter dying 


before she is 21, Romer decrees that 
J6.000 should be given to his wlfe'h 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Jones of New 
York, and $2,000 to Miss Herrich. Th« 
balance of the estate is to go to hi* 
natural heirs, "with the distinct un 
deretandiog, however,1* that no heir, 01 
descendant, or any one related 
by 


blood to my mother, Julia E. Romer, 
shall receive any part of my estate." 


By a codicil added to the will March 


Z, 1905, the $6,000. bequest to Mrs 
Margaret Jones is also changed to

Air Cannon Invented to Drive Mists 


Away from London. 


A scheme to disperse fogs by cu 


rents of air shot over London from 
"projectors" six miles away has been 
laid before the public control commit- 
tee of the London county council, and 
M. Demetrio Moggiora, the inventor, 
is ready to start experiments. 


M. Moggiora says his apparatus has 


already been subjected to severe tests 
at Milan, Italy, where fogs, clouds and 
hailstorms were quickly dissipated. 
With his projectors, or "air canaon," 
placad within a radius of six miles 
from the house of parliament, he says 
he will clear away the worst fog in 
London within 20 minutes. 


"The theory is that the fog hangs 


over London simply because there are 
no air currents to carry it away," said 
M. Moggiora. "Now, my projectors, 
acting like cannon, furnish, the neces- 
sary currents of air." 


Each projector, says the 
London 


Daily Mail, is about 60 feet long. An 
explosion is caused as in a cannon, 
ind the concussion has an effect for 
ix miles.

LONG PRACTICE MARCHES. 


Commander In 
Philippines 
Believes 


That the Troops May Be Hard- 


ened in Manner That Is Less 


Objectionable to Them. 


Washington.—Like several of 
the 


other commanders of military depart- 
ments. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
commanding the department of Minda 
nao in the-Philippines, finds much that 
Js objectionable In the workings of 
the order originally issued at the in- 
stance of the president requiring sol 
diers to make periodical long practice 
inarches in heavy equipment to tough- 
en them for hard service. 


Gen. Bliss believes that this has 


been overdone, and that it has caused 
great dissatisfaction and discontent 
ynrther. he believes that the desired 


* result-can be secured otherwise and 


in less objectionable manner. He says: 


"As to readiness for field service, I 


think that the troops of this depart- 
ment are as fit as can reasonably be 
expected. I am ready to march them, 
with or without packs, against any 
other troops in the service under like 
conditions. 


"A great handicap (which I know is 


not peculiar to this department) Is in 
4he tack of sufficiently trained 
offi- 
cers, and men are now receiving in- 
structions from junior officers who 


" should* themselves be under training. 


Half of the companies in the depart- 
ment are commanded by lieutenants, 
and if the officers who should be with 
their companies were with them on 
the wearisome practice marches, the 
men would endure the labor far more 
•cheerfully than they now do.

*s is imposed by the strong govern- 
ment of Germany upon Its conscripts. 
.A government strong enough to force

Other 


methods must be employed In our vol- 
unteer army; the soldier must either 
t» paid more or deceived into think- 
ing that the hard work is fun, just as 
Athletes do the hardest kind of work 
for sport.

•hould not be looked upon as a means 
tor hardening troops, but as a test for 
discovering when they are already 
Isftrdened. A hardening process does 
not necessarily mean a hard process."

. -should be' thoroughly trained' in ath-> 
Jetics—under specially trained gym- 
nasts. Properly done, this would re- 
' quire only a small part of each day, 
and should be preceded In the cool of 
the morning by a practice march with- 
out packs by the entire command un- 
til it can without fatigue do three 
miles in 45 minutes. Thereafter this 
practice march need be repeated only 
at less frequent intervals, and, says 
«en. Bliss: 


"With this combined training, the

•with full pack .and under a time limit,
